
Council tax 
set to be 
frozen again

COUNCIL tax in Greenwich is 
expected to be frozen again this 
week. 

The good news proposal for residents 
is expected to follow the Cabinet 
recommendation, and be confirmed at a 
meeting of the Full Council tomorrow, 
Wednesday, March 2. 

If it gets the go-ahead, this will be the 
seventh time in the past 13 years. And 
it comes at a time when the overall 
reduction in government funding for 
Greenwich has been estimated at £63 
million over the next four years. Council 
Leader Chris Roberts said: “Finding ways 
of cutting the Council’s expenditure 
by a third, without putting the most 
needy and vulnerable members of our 
community at risk, has not been easy. 

In fact it has been a painful and difficult 
process, but one the authority has not 
shied away from.” 

From this April, Council Tax in this 
borough looks set to stay at the same 
level it has been for the third year in a 
row. 

He added: “The Council has been asked 
by the Government to find unprecedented 
savings of £63m, in a very short amount 
of time, to cover the next four years. 

“The Council’s overriding aim has been 
to protect front line services. But it is not 
just the Council that is facing financial 
difficulties. I understand that hard 
working people are finding it hard to 
meet ever increasing living costs. That 
is why we have decided to freeze Council 
Tax rates once again this year.”

OVER the last 10 
years, the Drama 
Department at 
Kidbrooke School 
has become one 
of the best known 
in the country 
for the success of 
its productions.

Our Romeo and 
Juliet premiered 
at Greenwich and 
secured a transfer 
to both Riverside 
Studios and C 
Plaza in Edinburgh 
last summer, 
where we received 
big houses and 4 
and 5 star reviews. 
Now we’re into 
the last week of 
rehearsals for 
this year’s show - 
Lysistrata, by the 
Ancient Greek 
comedy playwright 
Aristophanes - and 
with a cast and 
crew of 30 it is 
probably our most 
ambitious project 
yet. 

The play is 


essentially a 
comedy about the 
women of Athens 
going on a sex 
strike until the 
men make peace, 
a tricky play to get 
right. 

Our production 
and the adaptation 
we are using 
by Laurence 
Housman - first 
performed in 1911 
to support the 
Suffragettes, - also 
attempts to draw 
out the tragedy 
and politics of 
war. For various 
reasons we have 
cross-gender cast 
the main roles 
so our boys play 
the women with a 
strong hint of the 
Women’s Institute 
and the girls play 
the thuggish, 
war-mongering 
men (the boys are 
finding it easier!). 
Our technical 
students get to 
work alongside 
top professionals, 
Natasha Chivers 
and Robin 
Thompson. 

The whole cast and 
crew are so excited 
about opening the 
show at Greenwich 
Theatre next week 
(Tuesday, March 8, 
to Saturday, March 
12). We really do 
feel lucky to have 
such a dynamic 
local venue that 
recognises and 
values our work.

A PEAR tree is flourishing in the 
scouts’ garden at St Richard’s Church 
in Swallowfield Road, Charlton, 
honouring a beloved leader and friend. 
The tree planting earlier this year 
in memory of George Zammit was 
supported by members of the 51st and 
46th Greenwich scout groups and other 
Greenwich District scout-leaders, as 
well as Charlton’s St Luke’s Players. A 
brass plaque was also laid. 

George, who died in January, 2009 at 
the age of 76, had been involved with 
the scouts since 1967 when he married 
Gwen, who is still a scout leader. 
George was born in Alexandria, Egypt, 
the son of the Managing Director of

Cotton. 

The keen 
Egyptian scout 
came to the UK 
at the age of 24 
and met Gwen at 
a dance. “He was 
a member of the 
Peggy Spencer 
Latin-American 
Formation 
Team,” she 
recalled. 

The couple were married at St Luke’s 
parish church in Charlton Village - and 
George became Assistant Scout Leader 


of “G51”, as it’s always been known. 
Later, he became Group Scout Leader. 
George and Gwen’s sons, John - now a 
local photographer - and his brother 
Philip started in the cubs and also 
ended up as leaders in Greenwich. 
Gwen added: “After a short break 
from ‘wearing the uniform’ from 
1994 until 1999, he became the Group 
Scout Leader for 46th Greenwich, at St 
Nicholas’ Church in Whetstone Road, 
Kidbrooke, where he started the Beaver 
Colony.” 

George was a qualified accountant and 
a member of the Royal Horticultural 
Society. He spent three years creating 
the 51st’s garden at St Richard’s.”

A GREENWICH primary 
school was the scene 
for the launch of the 
UK’s biggest fun run. 

Meridian primary school in 
Old Woolwich Road welcomed 
TV presenter Nell McAndrew 
and Olympic medalist and 
three-time world record holder 
Colin Jackson to announce this 
year’s Tesco Great School Run. 

Now in its seventh year, the 
event encourages children 
and their parents to get 
fit and healthy through 
exercise and healthy eating. 

So far, 604,146 youngsters 


from more than 2,000 schools 
have signed up to take 
part in the two-kilometre 
(1.2miles) run any time 
between May 9 and July 22. 

Nell told GT: “It couldn’t 
be more appropriate that 
we are launching the Tesco 
Great School Run in one of 
the London boroughs that 
will host the 2012 Olympic 
Games and Paralympic Games. 

“It is a fantastic opportunity 
to get children excited about 
getting fit and healthy, 
which as a mum and keen 
runner, is something 
I’m passionate about.

Colin Jackson said: “The run 
has something for everyone. 
It’s not about setting personal 
bests or world records - it’s 
about people of all abilities 
and ages keeping fit and 
healthy and above all, having 
fun. People are welcome to 
jog it, walk it or wheel it. 
We don’t mind how you do 
it, just as long as you do it.” 

Children at Meridian have 
already taken part in an 
Olympic themed art and 
writing festival and a mini- 
Olympics in Greenwich Park. 

Headteacher Dave Suttle 


said: “We always strive to make 
learning fun and the run helps 
us make exercising and learning 
about healthy food just that.” 

Aspiring young athletes 
Brieanna Bennett said : 
“My best sport is running. 
It helps me to stay healthy. 
Schoolmate Christopher 
Rose added: “I like running 
and jumping. It keeps me fit 
and makes my legs stronger.”

FAIRTRADE Fortnight got underway 
with a launch at Eltham Centre on 
Monday February 28. 

The evening began at 5pm and kick 
started the annual event which runs until 
March 13 and included music from the 
Global Fusion band, guest speakers and 
refreshments. 

The launch was the beginning of 
number of events over the two weeks, 
all helping to raise awareness of the 
Fairtrade initiative which guarantees a 
better deal for farmers and workers in 
developing countries and ensures they 
receive a fair price for their goods. 

Every year the fortnight has a theme, 
and this year’s is “Show off your label”, 
which means that for the entire two 
weeks people are being asked to get 
loud and proud about Fairtrade and 
show or tell the world about all the 
Fairtrade products they use. Greenwich 
was awarded Fairtrade borough status in 
2006 for its commitment to Fairtrade and 
since then awareness of the initiative has 


increased yearly with Fairtrade fashion 
shows, coffee mornings and markets now 
a regular feature of Greenwich life. 

A number of Greenwich businesses 
now also stock Fairtrade goods with 
the variety and sheer number of 
products increasing on an almost daily 
basis. John Fahy, the council’s member 
for Culture and Olympics and Co-Chair 
of Greenwich’s Fairtrade Network said: 
“A range of activities will be taking place 
in the borough with this year’s theme 
- Show off your label - encouraging 
people to show their commitment to 
Fairtrade, spreading the message further 
and helping to ensure that we are able to 
make a difference to the lives of millions 
of people in the developing world.”

I THOUGHT the item in GT 
(February 15] about social care 
changes was very misleading. It 
announced two public meetings 
to explain the changes, which 
it said had been “designed to 
improve the way social care is 
provided" and would give people 
“more say in their care plans”. 
There is no mention of the fact 
that “improvements” include a 
doing away with their In House 
Care Team which has been built 
up over 20 years or more, and 
gives a magnificent service. The 
carers are experienced, highly 
trained, efficient and friendly, 
and look after people for four 
weeks after operations and 
illness. They boost morale and 
help their clients to feel more 
comfortable and calm when they 
are most vulnerable. Greenwich 
has been the only authority for 
miles around which has kept and 
cherished their “In House” team, 
and, when I had to have care two 
years ago, I was so proud of my 
borough. Now they have decided 
to destroy what they carefully 
built up, and are throwing most 
of these dedicated people into 
unemployment. We are all to 
be handed over to the private 
agencies, who, up to now, have 
been providing care after the 


first four weeks. In my own 
experience, and in that of 
others I know, the care they 
give is markedly inferior. Theirs 
will be the only care available, 
paid for by Greenwich but not 
given directly. This is not an 
improvement and does not 
give us “more say”. I know it is 
the Government who have cut 
the money drastically, but it is 
the boroughs who decide on 
priorities. I think that Greenwich 
has made a dreadful mistake 
in this case, and that they will 
regret it in the future.

Schools challenge at Chelsea flower show

PUPILS and students 
in Charlton and Kid- 
brooke have been chal- 
lenged by the Chelsea 
Flower Show to help 
grow a host of flower- 
ing plants to be exhib- 
ited in the Giant Pavil- 
ion at this year’s show. 

The educational stand 
to be called the Miracle- 
Growers Learning Jour- 
ney will display a host of 
flowering plants grown 
by pupils from a cluster 
of nine schools around 
Charlton Manor Primary 
School, Indus Road, Charl- 
ton. 

Coordinating the 

schools’ involvement is 
Charlton Manor head- 
teacher Tim Baker, who 
was involved in growing 
vegetables for a similar 
display at Chelsea in 2009. 

He told GT: “This is a 
wonderful opportunity for 
the pupils of local schools 
to gain some hands-on 
experience of gardening 
in the real world. It’s also 
a daunting obligation, be- 
cause we have just 


15 weeks in which to 
grow a wide range of 
beautiful flowering plants 
in time for the Chelsea 
Flower Show.” 

He added: “We’ve been 
told by the Sun’s garden- 
ing expert, Peter Seabrook 
that there’s no room for 
mediocre results. We will 
need to present award- 
winning plants that come 
up to the standard of all 
the other professional ex- 
hibitors who display fan- 
tastic plants at the world’s 
most prestigious garden- 
ing show. Now that’s a 
challenge!” 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the 
council’s cabinet member 
for children and young 
people, told us: “I’m very 
impressed with the effort 
that children put into 
their school gardens. 

“It forms a valuable 
part of the informal cur- 
riculum, supporting chil- 
dren’s learning in science 
and the arts, and boosting 
their personal confidence 
and ability to work in a 
group.”

The Cut Flower garden 
will be one of four displays 
jointly entitled ‘Genera- 
tion Gardens’ and mount- 
ed by The Sun newspaper 
in the Giant Pavilion.

Makes census 
to go online 

THE national census goes online for the 
first time in its history this Friday, March 
4, and your purple-paper copy will follow 
in the mail. Everyone is encouraged to get 
all their personal details together now, 
ready to complete the form - either on the 
computer or using the post - on official 
Census Day on Sunday, March 27. The 
national head-count, which also includes 
questions about work, health, marital 
status, education and ethnic background, 
will make a real difference to the crucial 
services we all depend on. 

Future local services can be tailored 
accordingly. For example, just seven 
people counted in the borough will bring in 
the funding for one nurse’s salary. 

One detail you may not have handy is the 
postcode of where you work. It’s going to 
be needed on your census form. 

The Office for National Statistics (0NS), 
which is organising the nationwide 
questionnaire, says workplace postcodes 
are a key piece of information to feed into 
the overall picture of life in England and 
Wales. Details of where people live, where 
they work and how they travel to their 
place of employment provide important 
statistics when it comes to transport- 
planning and other strategic decisions. 
Stats about your workplace can help other 
businesses to decide where to locate to 
and help with planning future training 
schemes both for existing staff, and for 
people trying to get back into employment. 
This is the first time that the national 
census has gone online, and it will be a 
secure website. All census staff sign - and 
are bound by - an individual commitment 
to confidentiality 

and all the census-questionnaires will be 
stored on microfiche and kept confidential 
for 100 years.

Ski-sy does it! 


Soldier completes 
gruelling skiing 
race in the 
French Alps 
before a mission 
to Afghanistan

A WOOLWICH soldier was going 
downhill fast when he battled through a 
skiing contest in the French Alps. 

Former Kidbrooke pupil, Private Michael 
Foster took part in the Alpine event 
named Exercise Pipedown with his army 
comrades from the 1 Medical Regiment 
based in Germany. 

Twenty-two-year-old Michael said: “I 
love the speed and adrenalin - I never 
dreamed that I would be a ski racer - it’s a 
fantastic feeling getting down those runs 
and competing with the other racers.” 

Just 320 soldiers completed the gruelling 
and dangerous course, which included 
soldiers based in Northern Ireland and the 
rest of the UK. 

Michael, a radio operator added: “I had 
only had two weeks of training. They were 
looking for people to do Alpine racing so 
I put my hand up and volunteered - I did 
the crash course. It was a great chance to 
meet fantastic people and to take part in a 
great sport.” 

The course took in the French Alpine 
town of Les Contamines de Montjoie near 
Mont Blanc and was organised by the 1 
(UK) Armoured Division. 

There was added peril when the 
unseasonably warm conditions resulted in 
icy fast ski runs across both the downhill 
and cross country section of the race. But 
Michael came out unscathed. 

“This sport gives you a chance to 
confront your fears and to be taken out of 



your comfort zone - at the start I wouldn’t 
go fast - then in just a space of a week I am 
flying down the black runs,” he said. 

Private Foster joined the Army in 2008, 
and is soon to start mission specific 
training for a possible to deployment to 
Afghanistan later this year. 

He added: “There is a lot of fitness 
involved and it is good for the build up 
towards Afghanistan - and it’s also a nice 
break for all the guys from their day jobs 
in the Army. 

“I am really excited about going to 
Afghanistan but a little nervous - but it’s 
what we all signed up for, it will be a life 
time experience - we all knew where we 
were all going when we joined up.”

on help with travel expenses 


Don’t miss out 

IN the current financial situation, every 
penny counts. Getting around is an 
expensive business and many people miss 
out on help with travel costs because they 
do not know they can claim. 

There are a number of schemes which can 
help in particular circumstances. 

Assisted travel schemes for disabled and 
older people include: 

• Freedom Pass - free travel on London’s 
public transport 

• Motability Scheme - an independent 
charity helping people with disabilities 
use their higher rate mobility component 
of Disability Living Allowance to improve 
mobility with affordable cars, powered 
wheelchairs and scooters through contract 
or higher purchase arrangements. 

• Blue Badge Scheme - provides free 
parking for people with severe walking 


difficulties who are drivers or passengers. 

• Taxicard - provides reduced cost black 
cabs for people who cannot use public 
transport because of long-term mobility 
problems. The scheme is currently closed 
to new applicants until April 2011. For

THE Police and Greenwich Council 
are upping their fight against 
anti-social behaviour, prostitution 
and littering with a number of 
measures brought in across the 
borough. 

Eighteen people were arrested last 
month as vice cops swooped on kerb 
crawlers in the Plumstead High Street 
area. 

Police were alerted to the problem by 
vigilant locals in the area who reported 
the late night goings-on. 

Operation Blurr was supported by the 
council, and saw Greenwich Police 
out in force. Borough Commander 
Richard Wood had taken part in a 
public meeting organised by the 
Plumstead Safer Neighbourhoods team 
of both police officers and community 
support officers (PCSOs), during which 
residents voiced their concerns. 

Officers acted on the information and 


made the arrests over a week-long 
stakeout of the area. 

Between Monday, February 14 and the 
early hours of Tuesday, February 15, 
three men were arrested and charged 
for kerb crawling. 

Then, between Tuesday, February 15 
and the early hours of Wednesday, 
February 16, officers arrested and 
charged five more individuals for the 
same offence. 

In a swoop between February 16 and 
the early hours of February 17 officers 
arrested and charged more individuals 
for kerb crawling before arresting three 
more the night of February 17. 

All men have been bailed and will 
appear at Woolwich Magistrates Court 
on March 30. 

A 37-year-old from Thamesmead was 
also arrested and charged with kerb 
crawling and will appear at Woolwich 
Magistrate Court on April 11. 
RESIDENTS are also being asked 


for their vigilance in a London wide 
campaign to raise awareness about 
terrorism, (see right). 

And a scheme which was started last 
year is helping to keep public areas 
free from the nuisance of anti-social 
behaviour that relates from excessive 
drinking. 

It is called a Designated Public Place 
Order, and came into force last 
summer, giving police officers and safer 
neighbourhoods teams the powers to 
fine problem drinkers. 

There have been a number of good 
local successes since the Designated 
Public Place Orders (DPPOs) were 
introduced to Greenwich in July 2010. 
DPPOs can apply equally to every 
public place across the borough. 

First, police officers can order 
nuisance-drinkers to hand over their 
cans and bottles. Failure to comply 
can lead to an arrest and a fine of up to 
£500. 


* r ■ f— 
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This is not a blanket ban on drinking in 
public. People have nothing to fear so 
long as they behave and don’t become 
anti-social. 

Greenwich council has sent out posters 
and window stickers about the rules 
to scores of licensed pubs, clubs and 
restaurants, as well as to shops that 
sell alcohol. 

Police Safer Neighbourhoods Teams 
have visited licensed premises to speak 
to landlords and ask them to put the 
warnings on display. 

Metal signs giving a similar message 
are in some roads and parks. Councillor 
Maureen O’Mara, Greenwich Council’s 
cabinet member for environment and 
community safety, said: “The rules are 
designed to help the police clamp down 
on troublemakers who are a nuisance 
to everyone else.”

TOWN centre wardens continue to 
crackdown on litter louts - and that 
includes cigarette litter - so no butts! 
They are monitoring vandalism and 
anti-social behaviour, illegal trading, 
dog fouling and abandoned vehicles. 
Their patrol provides a visible 
presence in town centres and other 
shopping areas. They monitor 
‘enviro-crime’, warn culprits, and if 
necessary issue fixed penalty notices. 
This is already proving a deterrent 
for litter louts - who face a £75 fine 
or £50 if it is paid within 10 days. The 
wardens also drive their message home 
by handing out green plastic bags 
for dog waste, and fireproof ‘stub it 
out’ pouches to smokers who might 
otherwise throw their cigarette butts 
on to the pavement. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, the council’s 
cabinet member for Environment and 
Community Safety, told GT: “There is 
a direct link between the quality of life 
in our communities and cleaner, safer, 
greener public spaces. 

“What starts with dropping litter can 



lead to 

more serious environmental crime. 
“Left unchecked, dirty streets and 
neighbourhoods affect the perception 
of the local community, and that can 
lead to anti-social behaviour and 
eventually serious crime.” 

The wardens help with monitoring 
businesses to ensure that they are 
complying with relevant legislation for 
the disposal of waste. They also work 
closely with the council’s town centre 
managers, CCTV operators, shop 
security, other council departments 
and the Safer Neighbourhood Teams.

A FOUR-week publicity 
campaign highlighting 
how London’s residents 
can play a key role in 
fighting terrorism was 
launched at the end of 
last month. 

New public safety 
measures have been 
introduced over the past 
five years but public 
support and vigilance is 
still encouraged. Officers 
acknowledge that people 
may be reluctant to raise 
concerns, thinking: 

“Chances are, it’s 

probably nothing”. And 
it probably is nothing. 
But there is the slim 
chance that it may not 
be. 

The message of the new 


campaign is “Your call could save 
lives”, and the MET says: “Just one 
piece of information could be vital 
in helping disrupt terrorists.” 

Look out for tell-tale signs 

like a normal neighbourhood 
garage brimming with bottles of 
chemicals and boxes, the campaign 
says. Police want people to look out 
for the unusual - some activity or 
behaviour which strikes them as 
not quite right and out of place in 
their normal day to day lives. 
Assistant Commissioner John 

Yates, head of The Met’s Specialist 
Operations, said: 

“We know from recent significant 
events that the threat from 
terrorism is very real so we need 
the public to be vigilant. 

“There continues to be a multi- 
faceted threat from groups ranging 
from Al-Qaeda inspired groups 


to right wing extremists. This 
campaign is asking the public to 
consider whether there is anything 
suspicious or unusual about the 
things they see every day and 
designed to raise awareness of the 
types of behaviour that we have 
seen among terrorists preparing 
attacks while living in our 
communities.” 

He added: “I completely understand 
that some people may have concerns 
about contacting police with their 
suspicions, but let me reassure 
them that all information received 
by the confidential Anti-Terrorist 
Hotline is thoroughly analysed and 
researched by experienced officers 
before, and if, any police action is 
taken.”

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Council’s policy for letting homes. Your band 
information is on the letter that the Council sent you when 
you registered, or when your circumstances changed. 

Property adverts say which band can apply and any other criteria. 
When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 

longest time. 


Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including people 
moving due to demolition and those underoccupying 
their homes. 

is for applicants the council must prioritise according to 
the law, particularly homeless people, and others with an 
urgent need to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

O First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 

If you’re not, get an application form by phoning the Access and Allocations 
Section on 020 8921 2941. Or pick up a form from any neighbourhood office. 


Find your applicant number 

O lt will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Council about the 
new scheme. You’ll need that number and the reference number of 
the property you’re after, which will be on the advert.

It's all Greek... 

Kidbrooke’s latest production to hit the stage is Greek 
coper Lysistrata. Veenam Churriter talks to the cost 
about the quirky ploy’s irreverent storyline... 


# DRAMA students 
from Kidbrooke 
school showcase 
the classic Greek 
play Lysistrata 
at Greenwich Theatre next 
week. And it will be no Greek 
tragedy for the actors who 
have turned the play into a 
comedy for the run at the 
theatre on Crooms Hill from 
March 8-12.

Time to 
go with it 

SHE is charming and funny and 
her timing is excellent. She is 
diligent, committed and works 
hard, averaging two films a 
year since 2005. But how long can she 
go on playing the same roles? What 
roles is she capable of playing next? Will 
Jennifer Anniston ever star in a truly 
memorable movie? 

In her latest attempt to define herself as 
the queen of RomCom, the forgettably 
named Just Go With It, Anniston plays 
Katherine, a dowdy, bespectacled, but 
loyal sidekick of successful, playboy, 
plastic surgeon, Danny (Adam Sandler). 
Via a thoroughly convoluted and totally 
unbelievable storyline, Anniston finds 
herself not only pretending to be 
Sandler’s soon-to-be ex-wife but also 
lending him her children, all in the name 
of his latest sexual conquest, a 23 year 
old maths teacher. The group set off for 
Hawaii to swim with dolphins and bond 
as a group... and it is only a matter of 
time before Anniston’s grace, beauty and 
charm, well you can probably guess the 
rest. 

Anniston is impressive. While her range 
might be limited, she has become the 
most successful (and most prolific) of 
the Friends’ sextet not just because 
she is committed but also because 
she recognises those limitations and 
plays to her strengths. Sandler is more 
complex. More talented perhaps - who 
can forget his portrayal of an innocent 
victim whose life is totally shattered 
by the events of 9/1 1 in Reign Over 
Me - he appears to prefer the comfort 
and safety of infantile humour. Here he 
reverts to type with almost two hours of 
goofy gags and slapstick. Surprisingly, 
it works - the gags are often (very) 
funny and the chemistry with Anniston 
is good. Katherine’s kids Maggie 
(Bailee Madison) and Michael ( Griffin 
Gluck) contribute to the fun - although 
Maggie’s English accent, funny at first is 
irritating by the end - but Sandler’s pal, 
Eddie (Nick Swardson) is over the top 
particularly in the scene with the dying 
sheep in Hawaii (don’t ask). Decker is 
sweet (and sexy) enough as the object of 
Sandler’s affections but Nicole Kidman 
steals the show with a short cameo as 
Katherine’s obnoxious former school 
friend. 

Verdict: Light, breezy and fun. 6/10

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Getting in the swim 


A new programme of swimming classes at the 
Eltham Centre is set to make a big splash 


A BIG new swimming initiative is being 
piloted in Greenwich this month. 

Young people aged 16 and under with 
disabilities or special needs are invited to 
come with a parent or carer to take part 
in new half-hour classes - for beginners 
upwards - in the Spa Pool at the Council’s 
Eltham Centre in Archery Road. 

The sessions, run for a nominal fee, 
are either between 4.30pm and 5pm or 
between 5pm and 5.30pm on Wednesdays 
and then either between 9am and 9.30am 
or between 9.30am and 10am on Saturdays. 
The lessons are being funded and 
organised by Greenwich Leisure Limited 
(GLL), which runs swimming sessions 
across the borough. 

The scheme, which is in line with the 


current overall strategy of the Amateur 
Swimming Association ( ASA), is believed 
to be the first of its kind in London. 

If response is good, GLL hopes to extend 
the initiative to other pools it manages 
in the capital where they are suitably 
equipped to help swimmers with 
disabilities. 

Aquatics Manager for Greenwich, 
Suzanne Philpot, who is implementing 
the strategy across the borough, told GT: 
“I am extremely pleased to announce 
the launch of this pupil-focused ‘learn to 
swim’ disability pathway.” 

She added: “The lessons will be delivered 
by experienced teachers fully qualified in 
developing swimmers and non swimmers 
who have special requirements. Ratios 


will be significantly reduced to provide the 
pupil support required.” 

The lessons will run in line with the ASA 
National Plan for Teaching Swimming 
which allows pupils to move at their own 
pace through the relevant stages of this 
progressive and continuous development 
programme. 

Suzanne said: “Students will be assessed 
on their ability, and the ideal is to progress 
them, even to linking them up with the 
borough-squad training-programme. ”

FOOTBALLERS have always been 
dedicated followers of fashion. Ladies 
tights, woolly gloves, technicolour 
boots, snoods, long shorts, short 
shorts, they’ve tried them all. The 
dafter they look, the more they preen. 

These days the trend-setters have turned 
their attention to the straightforward art 
of penalty taking. Once upon a distant 
time the taker would plant the ball on the 
spot then aim to beat the goalkeeper with 
either placement or power- ideally a blend 
of both. Until some clever little Czech 
stunned everyone by cheekily chipping 
the winner in a European final and 
suddenly a penalty hardly counts unless 
you combine scoring with making a mug 
of the keeper. 

By the banks of the River Trent on 
Friday evening, Charlton were trailing 
1-0 after more than an hour of growing 
disappointment when Notts County 
defender Mike Edwards practically 
invited them to equalise by needlessly 
hauling down Joe Anyinsah inside the 
area. 

With regular spotkick ace Johnnie 
Jackson already substituted, up stepped 
Bradley Wright-Phillips to demonstrate 
to Sky televiewers how very chic the 
modern art of penalty taking can be. 

The theory, so far as can be determined, 
is to face away from goal, spin around 
abruptly and, from a two-step run leave 
the bewildered keeper helpless. 

In practice, you run the risk of becoming 
disorientated, making yourself dizzy 
and gormlessly rolling the ball into the 
keeper’s hands. As apparently happened 
here to the delight of the locals. Young 
Bradley might have had a frosty interview 
with his gaffer Chris Powell. 

There was much more, of course, to 
this morale-sapping defeat than a missed 
penalty. There was also the small matter 
of the near post effort squeezed past a 
wrongfooted Rob Elliot, in-off right back 
Simon Francis’ foot via rare scorer Neal 
Bishop’s posterior from Alan Gow’s 
unconvincingly struck free kick. They all 
count equally but this matchwinner was 
tinged by luck. 

Not that the Addicks were entitled to 
rage at fate. Yet again, they abjectly failed 
to master another of League One’s also- 
rans. Even a point, while undeniably 


useful, was more than they could 
reasonably have expected from the 
latest in a depressing list of drab 
performances. On a greasy, balding 
pitch, first half chances were rare, with 
Elliot producing sharp saves to keep 
out Craig Westcarr’s deflected snapshot 
and two decent efforts from Gow. At the 
other end, Stuart Nelson was relatively 
untroubled, his sole inconvenience an 
early booking for deliberately baulking 
Anyinsah’s dangerous run outside his 
penalty area. 

The interval, welcome as it was, 
no doubt brought with it mass telly 
desertion to the second episode of 
Coronation Street. You could hardly 
blame ‘em. 

After the break, the replacement of 
Jackson by Scott Wagstaff, presumably 
a tactical switch, came back to haunt 
the visitors when Edwards tripped 
Anyinsah. Jackson would have made 
uncomplicated work of the penalty, 
but Wagstaff did well, combining 
intuitively with Francis on the right 
flank and working ceaselessly to 
retrieve the situation. 

The newcomer’s volley from Carl 
Jenkinson’s cross tested Nelson, 
who also saved smartly from Wright- 
Phillips. With Christian Dailly 
awkwardly volleying Francis’ 
outswinging corner over the bar, half 
chances were falling to the visitors. 
But the penalty miss had knocked the 
stuffing out of them. 

On 67 minutes, Magpies boss Paul 
Ince introduced what, at first sight, 
appeared to be the Mini-Me character 
from those Austin Powers pictures but 
who, on closer examination, turned out 
to be Lee Hughes. Not the prolific striker 
he once was, Hughes - as fashionable as 
rickets and just as popular - still uses 
old pro savvy to hold the ball up and 
buy time for a struggling team.
